Beautiful But Not Healthy Weather. 


Newport has bad itn exceptionally 


lung period of pleasant weather. Not 
an entire day of storm was recorded for 
September and only two or three for 
August, and since, the advent of Octo- 
ber scarcely a cloud has appealed in 
tho heavens. 


"Delightful weather" has been tbeal- 


moBl universal salutation on the street 
for weeks, and no one has been heard 
to express a wiih thai there might be a 
change, except,perhap8,some may have 
intimated tbat there was need for nioro 
rain. Aud yet the doctors tell us tbat 
there is an unusually large amount of 
aicknees about town, and the records 
for August aud September juit passed 
show the largest number of death* ever 
known for any two months in Newport 
before. 


There were 67 deaths in August this 


year a* against 48 in 1890, and 1a*t 
motilh 50 were recorded, an increase of 
9 over the corresponding month last 
year,making the total number of deaths 
for the nine months ending September 
30 last 
310, u against 251 for the 


same nine months in 1800. 


Much of tho startling increase in the 


death rate is the result of diarrhceal 
diseases which have been unusually 
prevalent here this season. There were 
19 fatal cases of cholera infantnm in 
August last, which was more than for 
tho entire year of 1S90, and ten'of Sep-. 
tember's deaths were from the same 
cause. 


Impure water and the long continued 


drought are given as the principal 
cause of so much diarrhceal troubles 
and tbe doctors are apprehensive of 
more serious consequence* unless we 
have rain soon.

Niagara Falls. 


Wo see it fia'j d, says the Manchester 


Mirror, that a survey of tho Crestline 
nf Niagara Falls, carried out by the 
Nt-» York state, engineer shows thai as 
compared with the lines taken in 1842 
nL Iho American fall there has been a 
mean recession of 0.18 inches yearly, 
mid at the Canadian (orllorseshof) fill 
a mean recession <il 2.13 fert yearly. 
Thn American fall has tlins receded 
30.72 feel and Iho Canadian fall 104.B 
feet in 4S years. The length of tlie 
cicst line of tbe American fall «ru. 1030 
feet in 18J2, and 1000 feet in ISOOj while 
tbe ciest- line of tbe Horseshoe fall has 
increased from 22CO feet to 3010 feet in 
tbe same time. 


Tbc total area of rock which bai dis- 


appeared since 18-11 is 32,000 square feet 
at the American and 28a,400 at the Ca- 
nadian fall. Apropos of this, we may 
mention the fact that a movement is 
actively on foot to utilize at Uaat a por- 
tion of the power furnished by the wa- 
ter'if the falls. Tbc Canadian Manu- 
facturer aaya that "the'efti.-rt now be- 
ing made to utilize a portion of this 
power will no doubt be commercially 
successful, for although the prelimina- 
ry work will be great, anil require con- 
siderable lime for its completion, yet 
rhen finished the benefits to be derived 
therefrom will in all probability exceed 
present expectation*. 
Late develop- 


ments in the method of power trans- 
mission point strongly toward the suc- 
cessful introduction into tbe city of 
New York of a portion of the power 
developed at thevFalls." 


It says that jnrlging from present in- 


dications tbe realization of this plan is 
not far distant. Careful computatiorjs 
shuw that the weight of water which 
falls each hour il about 100,900,000 tons. 
This would represent about 16,000,000 
horse power—a vast amount of power, 
surely, from which but very little prac- 
tical benefit is derived. This compar- 
ed with tbe amount of horse power 
made use oi In the world, shows that 
Niagara Falls alone is more than capa- 
ble of doing all the work now done by 
steam machineiy. The total daily pro- 
duction of coal throughout the whole 
world would be jnst about sufficient to 
pump back the water which flows over 
! the falls.
